Regarding claim(s) 1, 4, 7, 10 and 13-16, the prior art of record fails to disclose 

or specifically teach providing a complete sequence of events for a plural calls to a finite 
state machine to produce a two-way matrix of several counters, such that for states with 
at least one child or subsequent state, there are provided state-transition counters, and 
for exit states, there are provided counters representing exit conditions from the IVR 
system, separating different levels of automation achieved and furthermore visually 
representing data from the two-way matrix as a state transition diagram having states 
representing IVR system prompts and arcs representing user responses to the prompts 
or actions initiated by the IVR system. 

It is not obvious to add the visual representation of a two-way matrix as describe 

above.
